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THE LOCAL 
OPTION OUTLOOK. 
The repDrta from Madison touching the 
local option bill, indicate that members 
of the prohibition party will do all in 
their power to defeat it. 
The explana­ 
tion is that “they feir that if such a bill 
should pass, it woald virtually mean the 
putting out of existence of the prohibi­ 
tion party rn W leconein as it would take 
away all reason for its existence and leave 
only the more radical members, who con­ 
stitute a very small percentage of its 
numbers. A secret circular is now being 
circulated by the prohibitionists wherever 
they think it will do the most good( 
a hich urges the recipients to act in op­ 
position to the Local Option bill.” 
It may strike some as being very strange 
that the so-called prohibition party 
bhculd attempt to cntagomze such an 
important measure as the county option 
bul. 
But the observing man will not 
think itstraDge at all that the third party 
leaders will attempt to check the temp­ 
erance movement. The history of the 
so-called prohibition party is a history 
crowded with inconsistency, hypocrisy, 
and bate. One of the dangerous princi­ 
ples of the third party is that it would 
rather have free rum and a whisky shop 
on every street corner than eitheroounty 
option law or the regulation of the liq­ 
uor traffic which would cut down the 
number of saloons and thereby lessen 
the evils of drunkenness. The third 
party leaders attempt to protect them­ 
selves in this strange oourse by claim­ 
ing that there is a great “principle” be­ 
hind them. It was just as much a 
“principle’' that led Paul to persecute 
the churches; and it was a “principle” 
that influenced those who led the mar­ 
tyrs to the stake. There have been in 
psst a great many crimes committed 
in the name of what is called "principle.” 
Bat what we want in this day and gener­ 
ation and with the liquor curse filling 
the land, is some practical movement 
that will curtail its power for mischief or 
wipe 
it 
out 
altogether, 
it 
is 
hardly 
possible 
in 
this 
state 
to 
oatry 
a 
prohibitory amendment to 
the constitution. 
It is quite eviden 
that the foreign vote is too heavy to in­ 
sure the success of such an amendment. 
Why not, then, get ti e best tbrng that 
can be reached, either higher licence 
with stricter regulation, or what would 
be better still if it could be bad and 
enforced—county option. 
In any great 
movement toward reform, a few steps 
forward are better than no progress at 
all. 
The trigraph reports from Madison 
have this to say in regard to the pre specie 
of the bill: 
The friends cf the bill now before the 
senate claim to Le hopeful for Us pas­ 
sage. 
A canvass of the members has 
been made, and a large number, they 
say, are found favorable. They also ex­ 
pect many more converts before the bill 
oomes up. Circulars and letters have 
bien generally distributed throughout 
tne state, and it is expected that they 
will bear fruit in the foim of petitions 
before long. The consideration of the 
the bill bas bceu postponed for the pres­ 
ent, in order to allow time for everyone 
•o become familiar with it. It is proba­ 
ble that Mrs. J . Ellen Foster, the well 
known leader in W .O. T. U work, in 
opposition to Miss Frances Willard, will 
be in Madison during the winter, and 
that a large public meeting will be beld. 
There will be a great deal of work done 
to push the bill through. 
Every true friend cf temperance in the 
state will sincerely hope that the bill 
will psf s.

Advance sheets of the biennial report 
of the railway commissioner of this state 
have been received. The facts and fig­ 
ures taken from the report will prove of 
general interest. On December 31,1886 
there were in Wisconsin 4,778.24 miles of 
completed railroad. Daring 1887 there 
was an increase of 338.20 miles and in 
1888 an increase of 90.34 miles.

8208.867,606.27, 
and upon an estimated mileage of 
4,203.80 the average cost per mile would 
be 840,137.52.

165,959 24, on mails, express, etc., 81,-

being 88,260,493.72. The earnings over

The Hon. J . P. O. Cottrill, better 
known aa "Jedd” Cottrill, died at hi^ 
home in Milwaukee on Friday morning.

Tho St. Louis meeting was 
fairly representative of persons of respect­ 
ability, position, and eminence. 
“ Would it be correct to say that Mr. 
Parnell’s reception showed that he had the 
sympathy of tho Americans as well as of 
the Irish?” asked Sir Charles Russell.

Rome, Feb. 9.—The fears recently enter­ 
tained by tho authorities that an outbreak 
would occur among the thousands of unem­ 
ployed persons in this city were realized 
to day. 
This morning great crowds of un­ 
employed workingmen 
assembled 
and 
marched through the Via Condotta and 
othir streets of the city, blackening the 
shop fronts as they wont, and in some cases 
entering stores and carrying off whatever 
plunder they could se ure. 
Street lamps 
and windows were smashed by the mob, 
and on Via l'rattina a number of buildings 
were partly wrecked. 
Several collisions 
occurred letwcen the polite and tho work- 
ingmm, anda number of persons were 
wounded. 
Several 
of 
the 
ringleaders 
among tho rioters were arrested. 
Troops 
are forming a cordon arouud the disturbed 
district. 
Thirty jersons, mostly police­ 
men, were dangerously wounded (luring 
the riot. 
It is feared that tho trouble will 
bo renewed to ra >rrow.

The rioters tried to reach the quirinal, 
| the offices of the Cabinet ministers, and the 
vatican, but the troops blocked the way. 
An immense amount of property was de­ 
stroyed. 
The workmen were urged to re­ 
volt by Deputy Costa in a violent article in 
the Messagaro advising them not to believe 
Premier Crispi's promises of government 
employment.

N e w Y o r k , Feb. 9.—The negotiations 
which havo been ponding for some days 
between Cornelius Vanderbilt * ami Pierre­ 
pont Morgan for a consolidation of the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati Sc Indian­ 
apolis (known as tho Bee Line) and the Cin­ 
cinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis A; Chicago 
road, generally called tho “ Big Four,” 
have been successfully closed. 
There has 
been some competition between the com­ 
panies, but this has been so light as not to 
be a factor in tho negotiations. 
Tho real 
reason is that the officers of tho “Big 
Four” desire to extend their lines to St. 
Louis, and they find tho necessary lines in 
tho leased roads of tho Bee Lino. 
What 
the terms of tho agreement are cannot yet 
bo definitely ascertained, but it is believed 
to include an exchange of stock. 
It is un­ 
derstood that tho parties behind tho deal 
are also working for an arrangement with 
tho Cleveland, St. Ixrais Sc Kansas City 
road, which is now constructing a bridge 
across the Mississippi at Alton, but the 
officers of that road prefer to remain inde­ 
pendent, and it is not likely that they will 
agree to give any system exclusive connec­ 
tions.
